OPPOSING 
MEMBERS SUSPENDED. 


Kev. Mr. Whitman Finally Comes Off 


Triumphant uiitl the SenHatlonal Meet- 
Ings Are Prolmbly Ended—Bolsteroui 
Scenes (if Confusion and L'nchriBttanllke 
Language Used by the Erclted People— 
List of the Members Suspended. 
JOLIET, Ills., May 13.—There was an- 


other grand set-to in the Baptist church 
Monday night, and it is probably the 
final one, as the majority, who are with 
the pastor, made a wholesale suspension 
of the opposing memliers, among whom 
are some of the most prominent men in 
town. The pastor's majority is increasing 
•ince they received and baptized him anew 
and resolved to blot out the past. The 
trouble arose over a resolution setting 
forth the grievances of the opposition— 
that contrary to the church laws members 
had been removed without trial; that a 
large and respectable element was not 
satisfied with the pastor's record after the 
finding of the Charlottctown trial sus- 
taining the charges against him, and that 
they wanted to submit the entire matter 
to a council of thirty Br.ptist ministers and 
thirty laymen from sister churches. The 
church refused to grant the petition amid 
boisterous scenes, confusion and unchris- 
tian language. The pastor was accused of 
putting a gag on tlie opposition when they 
were in the majority last Sunday night 
by pronouncing the benediction and not 
entertaining a motion for the petition. 


The Fmi Commence*. 


On the vote refusing the petition the 


Rev. Whatman, who presides at all these 
entertainments, counted WO for his side 
and 6 for the opposition. One of the op- 
position shouted: "I counted 30; put on 
your specs, old man." 


Then the Rev. Whitman began to read 


and contradict a letter from a Charlotte- 
town sister to Mrs. Sarage, saying that all 
the Rev. Whitman's credentials were for- 
geries. Brother Ross said he did not read 
it right. Sister Bush said she knew he 
did not read right. The Rev. Whitman 
said: '-Brother Koss, may be you think I 
am untruthful." 


"I know it," Brother Ross retorted. 
"Put him out," shouted one. "Send for 


a policeman," cried another. 


The Rev. Whitman finally got orderand 


told Mr. Bu->li. >:Ks Bu-h. mid Mr. Ross 
that he would give them the names of all 
whosi,gned his credentials and they could 
write to see ii they were forgeries. 


Brother Ross retorted: "1 would like 


the address of Mary M.u-Willi.nns." This 
is the lady whom the pastor is charged 
with visiting under an assumed name. 
uAh,r said the Rev. Whitman, "you de- 


sire to cultivate her acquaintance, do 
you?" 


Used Severe Language. 


This created an outburst of shou.s, 


hiasej, and hand clapping. Then the reso- 
lution suspending a large batch of active 
opponents wa» read, ami Brother L.ull 
•wanted the names and the charges. The 
Rev. Whitman said it 
was too late. 


Brother Lull rattled off some severe Ian 
guage, the substance of which was that if 
all the hose in Joiiet were turned on the 
pastor it would not was>h away his un- 
cleanliness. 


After a most unchristian, not to say 


disgraceful, controversy that would hardly 
be respectable in a bar room, the church 
voted to susi>end the following: J.

llev. Whitman's Following. 


It was the general verdict that all op- 


position would have to be displaced from 
the church and resolved that the scandal 
should never aiiain be alluded to in the 
church. The following of the Rev. Whit- 
man is made up of good people, earnest 
and candid in their faith to him, while the 
opposition is equally respectable, earnest 
and candid. Though it must be confessed 
that while hitherto t'hristianlike in their 
conduct ami di^cu-Miii; this matter the 
following of the pastor behaved the ije^t, 
though the whole afiair was a libel on 
Christianity. The difficulty is nuvr set- 
tled, and there will probably be ho more 
•uch sensational meetings. 


International Prison Conference.

States will have no official representative 
at the international prison coiigre-.-, to be 
held at St. Petersburg. 
Warden Wright, 


of the western penitentiary, has received 
a letter from Washington, saying the- gov- 
ernment had determined that it «as not 
expedient to have an official representa- 
tive at the congress, and that full iiistruc 
tioas had been sent Charles Emery Smith, 
the minister at Pt. Petersburg, relative to 
the wishes of the government in tins mut- 
ter. 
Warden Wrigl.t had intended going 


in case a government representative was 
decided upon. He says W. F.'M. Rowns, 
of New York, now in Europe, will attend 
as a representative of a prison association, 
as will also F. M. Sanborn, of Massachu- 
setts. 


The Lottery Company Denounced. 


NEW ORLKAN>, May 13.—Governor Xich- 


olls, in his menage to the legislature 
strongly advised that no privileges be 
granted to the I/ouisiana Lottery company 
beyond the time of the expiration of its 
present charter. The governor is very 
bitter in his denunciation of the lottery 
company, c *d argues that to again legalize 
it, will be offering a premium on corrup- 
tion which would certainly find its way 
into the legislative, executive, and judicial 
departments of the state governments. 


Another Strike Settled.

the granite cutteri L^e is ended. A con- 
ference, lasting from noon to midnight, of 
representatives of the Granite Cutters' 
Msociation and of the strikers, resulted in

THE G. O. M. TALKS ABOUT US. 


He Makes Some Remarks on Free Trade 


and the Chinese Question. 


Lowws, May 18.—There was a notable 


gathering of free traders at the Cobden 
club Monday, the occasion being the 
presentation of an address to Mr. Thomas 
Bay ley Potter, Gladstonian member of par- 
liament for Rochdale. 
Mr. Potter for 


several years occupied the 
position of 


treasurer of the club and is recognized as 
one of the highest authorities on tariff 
matters in England. 
The address was 


presented by Gladstone, who in the course 
of his speech referred to the anti Chinese 
legislation in the United States. Owing 
to the ambiguity of the legislation on the 
Chinese question, ho said he was not alto- 
gether clear whether the American gov- 
ernment taxed Chinese who entered or 
barred them all out. Anyway, he thought 
that the Chinese were to be dreaded more 
for their virtues than their vices, which 
he did not believe to ba nearly as exten- 
sive or flagrant as the grounds taken for 
their exclusion alleged. 


Protection Called Retrogression. 


Proceeding, Gladstone said that- the free 


traders must recognize with great disap- 
pointment how much ground they had lost 
within the last twenty-five years. Militar- 
ism, 
which was laying like ^jrnmpire over 


Europe, was responsible for ijjost of the 
mischief, but not all. because 't'ree trade 
had receded in countries where militarism 
does not prevail—the L'nitedStatesoiidthe 
British colonies. The great republic, he 
said, had never accepted the doctrines of 
free trade. There was once a kind of qual- 
ified progress toward them which was 
checked, and opinion became actually 
retrogressive. Still, there was great prom- 
ise that the American free trade party 
would ultimately triumph at the polls. 
Regarding bi-metallism, he believed that 
its advocates smelt therein a speedy rise in 
prices. It was a movement in the direc- 
tion of protection.

F. Cody, Jr., the cowboy pistol shot, was 
firing at a target, Mary A. King, aged 
12, was struck in the right breast by one 
of the bullets. The ball has not been ex- 
tracted, and the child's condition is crit- 
ical. She was about twenty feet from the 
target. 
The woman had her back to it, 


and took aim with a mirror. 


Will Never Shoot Again. 


Mrs. Cody is under arrest at a hotel, and 


the circus, now at Xorwalk, has been at- 
tached by the sheriff. The accident is sup- 
posed to have been caused by the rifle be- 
coming entangled in Mrs. Cody's hair. 
She lias been shooting in public for ayear. 
Previously she held glass balls in her 
hands and mouth for her husband, a wcll- 
kno-o n performer, to shoot at. She said 
she would never shoot a rifle again. 


She Captured the Burglar. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 13.—Mrs. Jen- 


nie Wagoner, a boarding house keeper at 
407 East Sixth street, entered her room 
upon the second floor of the house and dis- 
covered a man rummaging among the con- 
tents of her open trunk.

On the contrary, 
she stole softly up behind the intruder, 
and, grasping him by the shoulders, landed 
him by a sudden jerk flat upon his back 
upon the floor. There she held him, des- 
pite his struggles, until assistance came.

Portsmouth, Ohio. 


CAUSE OF THE TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


The Victim, James MiuiH, Wns Living 


with the Mother 
of 
the Murderer, 


Whoso Father WHS Head—Learning of 
the CircumgtanceH the Son I>elermiiied 
to Avenge His Dcnil Parent—Sympntliy 
with the Murderer. 


PonTSMODTH, Ohio, May 13.—There was 


a desperate fight here with knives between 
James Mault and Spencer Huston, nndthe 
struggle ended in the death of the former, 
he being stabbed to the heart. Mrs. Hus- 
ton, a widow and mother of the murderer, 
keeps a, boarding house and is iu straight- 
ened circumstances. Mault boarded with 
the woman and loaned her some money so 
that she could purchase some pieces of 
needed furniture. As payment for this 
loan Mault insisted upon taking unlimited 
liberties in the house, and succeeded in 
gaining such au influence over the widow 
•tjjat they were soon living openly to- 
gether. This so enraged the woman's sou, 
who was working in a neighboring town, 
that he came to Portsmouth, mid, learning 
the true state of affairs, \\ent to his moth- 
er's house and announced his intention of 
killing both Mrs. Huston aud Mault. The 
latter ou seeing the son enter the house 
attempted to escape, but young Huston 
grabbed the man by the coat collar and 
dragged him buck into the kitchen. 


The ( imtest for Lite. 


"You coward, your end has corue!" ex- 


claimed the young man as he drew a re- 
volver from his pocket. 


Mault. who 
had become 
desperate, 


grabbed up a large carving knife and 
rushed at tliu young mail. The latter 
dropped his weayou, and, with the remark 
that he would not take advantage of his 
opponent, succeeding in securing another 
carving knife from the kitchen table. 
Both men were powerful and a desperate 
struggle began. The two fought for half 
an hour, everything in the room being be- 
spattered with their blood. Both were so 
weak from the loss of blood that they could 
hardly hold the knife handle at the ex- 
piration of thirty minutes. Finally IIus- 
tou succeeded iu planting the blade be- 
tween Maults' ribs, when he was on the 
floor, and, throwing his entire weight 
upon the weapon, lie drove it up to the 
hilt into his body, the steel penetrating the 
victim's heart. 


"Father, You Are Avenged." 


Young Huston, covered with blood, then 


endeavored to Ilud his mother, whom he 
also declared he would kill, but the woman 
had fled from the house as soon as the 
gory struggle began. The assassin had 
returned to the house and was preparing 
to mutilate the body of his victim when 
the town marshal and several citizens ar- 
rived aud without difficulty placed the 
young mnu under arrest. As soon as he 
was relieved of the bloody knife he fainted, 
exclaiming u~, he fell to the floor: 


"Father, you are nvenged!" 
The sympathy of every one in the town 


is with thb young man, and it is doubtful 
if a jury can be secured in this part of the 
state to convict him. Friends of the pris- 
oners say that he is insane nud they intend 
to make that, plea the chief argument, in 
his defense it' the c«^e comes to trial.

The cabin was too stout to 
be bursted open, aud so the only thing left 
for it to do was to slide, and as the hides 
on the down hill side of the cabin had the 
advantage and shoved the hardest appar- 
ently, the cabin slid down the hill and into 
the river. That cabin went a sailing down 
the Sangamon out into the Illinois river and 
down that to the Mississippi, aud my part- 
ner and myself followed as fast as we could 
in a skiff. We found it lodged in the tops 
of a tree just across from St. Louis, ou an 
overflowed island, and it stayed there until 
we got a steam tug to pull It off and land it 
on Chestnut street in St. Louis. We made 
a snug little pile out of them hides f didn't 
have no transportation expenses to pay you 
see, and besides we sold the house to a 
river man for a couple of hundred more. 
This spell of wet weather young fellow is as 
dry as a powder house compared with that" 
said the veracious 0.

The Coal Miners. 


The coal miners of this city have made a 


demand ot an increase of mining rate of 6 
cents per ton. 
The average earnings of 


miners in Illinois is not a fair compensa- 
tion lor the labor and risk taken by them in 
providing fuel for running the business ot 
the country; aud honest people will not 
Iwgrudge them the 6 cents advance de- 
manded at this point. 


The business men of this city should meet 


and agree to advance 10 cents a ton on what 
thejc^cousume. A move of this character 
would demonstrate rtiat there is nothing 
small about Decatur enterprise. A large 
number of leading busiui ss men in this city 
rave for campaign purposes in 1888 for the 
•protection" of labor, three to five times the 
amount necessary to help the miner to the 
small advance demanded. 


This Is no hardship. The manufacturers 


of this city who use slack and nut coal, pay 
nothing whatever for mining; they can af- 
ford to pay 10 cents additional. Let us hear 
from the business men.—Bulletin. 


It is learned that some coal is being re- 


ceived in this city from other points, but 
not in quantities large enough <a (ill the de- 
mand if the present cessation of work 
continues very long. 


The City Coal company at Niantic has 


resumed work after two or three months' 
'shut down" for repairs, but it is not 
thought this will affect the Decatur market 
a great deal. If ncoal famine is precipitated 
upon us, the price of coal to consumers will 
je much greater than the 0 cents a ton ad- 
vance asked by the miners, and the sugges- 
tion tlutt manufacturers agree to pay 10 
cents more per ton on ccal they consume is 
at least worthy of serious consideration.
